Resolved, T«.mt th* Maine Press As*' 
dociatidn. favors the correcting of ex*, 
isting .abuses: of the second-cla m nui - 
: ing. privileges and. is in pympnthy with 
the puxppsis of the department in. try¬ 
ing, to; correct the abuses, . 

Wo believe that so much, of the re- 
cent ruling as relate to the sample 
-copy privilege is just and reasonable, 
and we as publishers welcome Its en¬ 
forcement. 

We protest however, against ths 


ruling, of the postoffice department, 
■which limits the credit that publishers 
shall accord subscriber#, as i usurpa¬ 
tion p£ the legal tights of both pub¬ 
lisher and subscriber. 

The enforcement of suet ruling 
would undoubtedly be a serious injury 
to the business of publiihera, and an 
unnecessary? and uncalled-for interfer¬ 
ence “with the established methods of 
doing business, whi.ch have top so 
many years been regarded as legitiasate 
and yrithin the law. 

We respectfully request that the re¬ 
presentatives and senators from Maine 
use all honorable means to protect the 
interests of the Maine publishers in the 
matter.
